EEP in the heart of Southeast Asia, the rice-rich kingdom of 
D Siam offers an attractive target for Communist penetration. 
Unlike its neighbors, Siam has thus far escaped serious dislo- 
cation. Burma to the west, French Indochina to the east and Malaya 

to the south are all deeply infected with revolutionary disorder. 
The fate of Siam is a matter of particular importance to Ameri- 
cans. Except for the Philippines no country in Southeast Asia has 
had closer or more friendly ties with the United States; no country 
is more hospitable to American enterprise. 
admitted to Siam without the necessity of a visa.

The Siamese Government has 
been slow to recognize the sig- 
nificance of the ideological strug- 
gles that are being fought with 
intensity just outside its gates. 
It was not until the recent de- 
bacle in China that Siam’s rulers 
developed any real feeling of ap- 
prehension. Lately government 
warnings have taken on a new 
and shriller tone. Internal secu- 
rity measures have been intensi- 
fied. Border forces have been 
strengthened. The Premier, Lu- 
ang Phibun Songgram, has ex- 
pressed hope of the fullest Brit- 
ish and American co-operation. 

People Uninformed. 

Most Siamese know nothing 
about Communism and care less. 
Ask a Siamese farmer or pedicab 
driver what he thinks about Com- | 
munism and he will smile at you | 


Among Siam’s few well-known 
Communists is Ku Kip, an ex- 
school teacher of mixed Chinese 
and Siamese parentage who has 
had some contact with the revo- 
lutionary movement in China.

Old residents here say that this 
is a country where anything can 
happen.

The Siamese are a 
Buddhist people and, as Asians 
go, they are a contented people. 
Their little country has more 
than enough food for its 18,000,- 
000 inhabitants. It has a fat and 
favorable trade balance. More- 
over, its people have an abiding 
faith in the protective mercies of 
the Emerald Buddha, a ‘revered 
figure of gleaming green stone 
seated high among the architec- 
tural splendors that make Bang- 
kok a gingerbread city of great 
tourist appeal. 

Despite its outward tranquil- 
ity, Siam has a good cause for 
worry. This country stands 
athwart the route of any expan- 
sion of Communist influence into 
Southeast Asia from the direction 
of China. Only Indochina stands 
between, and Indochina, in its 
present condition, is a pretty 
weak barrier. 

History of Compromise. 


Whether Siam would be able 
to resist political pressures from 
the north remains to be seen. 
The Siamese have had long ex- 
perience in neutralizing outside 
pressures by compromising with 
them or setting off one country 
against the other. 

This is a talent that enabled 
Siam to preserve its independ- 
ence throughout a long history of 
Franco- British rivalry. If the 
pressure gets hot, it may be dif- 
ficult for the Siamese to resist 
the temptation to come to terms 
with the Communist bloc rather 
than risk internal disorder and a 
threat to the government. The 
danger is not imminent, but it is 
something that could happen. It 
is not only Siam’s problem, it is 
also—to some extent—ours. 

Inside Siam, the Communist 
movement is small but steadily 
growing. Conservative estimates 
put the actual party strength at 
3000, mostly Chinese and recruit- 
ed mainly from the laboring 
class. Like most Communist par- 
ties, it has a much larger follow- 
ing of fellow travelers. 

The traditional stronghold of 
Communism in Siam is the labor 
movement. The so-called Central 
Labor Union, composed mainly of 
Chinese ricemill and dock work- 
ers, is Communist-dominated. A 
rival union, sponsored by the 
Siamese Government as an anti- 
Communist instrument, also is 
showing signs of infiltration. 

Large Chinese Population. 

Events in China have greatly 
strengthened Communist influ- 
ence among Siam’s Chinese popu- 
lation. There are more than 
3,000,000 Chinese in Siam—nearly 
a fifth of the population. The 
Chinese are the business men of 
the country. Thousands of Chi- 
nese are«laborers. Chinese mer- 
chants are more interested in 
profits than in politics, but most 
Chinese newspapers here have 
switched to a pro-Communist line. 

Unlike their brethren in adja- 
cent countries, the Communists 
here have not taken up arms 
against the government. This may 
be a matter as much of high pol- 
icy as of weakness. Siam has 


and arms manufacturing plants 
have been uncovered recently by 
the police.

the Reds have a hand in them, but 
the Reds are only one of a num- 
ber of clandestine organizations 
operating here. 

Another fascinating focus of 
Bangkok’s gossip is the Soviet Le- 
gation, Moscow’s only diplomatic 
outpost in southeast Asia. The le- 
gation harbors more than 30 Rus- 
sians, including diplomats and 
their wives and their servants. 
Watchful neighbors have gleaned 
little of interest from the comings 
and goings at the legation. 
Whether the legation is a com- 
mand post,.a listening post or just 
a place where Russians sleep, eat 
and drink vodka is something no- 
body here can tell you with cer- 
tainty. 

Huge Rice Exports. 

This year Siam will export more 
than 1,000,000 tons of rice—a sub- 
stantial contribution to the wérld’s 
food supply. It will also ship much 
rubber, teak and tin. With a big 
food surplus and a tidy trade bal- 
ance ($50,000,000 in 1948), Siam 
is one of the most prosperous 
countries in Asia. Yet the country 
does not feel secure. Its vulner- 
ability stems from its exposed po- 
sition, its military weakness, its 
unstable government and its large 
Chinese minority, Siam has an 
armed strength of 30,000 troops, 
40,000 police, 15,000 navy person- 
nel and a small air force. The 
Government is more democratical- 
ly organized than before the war, 
but real democracy is still a long 
way off. 

The frightening thing about 
Siamese politics is that a few 
dozen determined men, with a lit- 
tle help from the army or navy, 
are capable of overturning the 
Government over night. Since 
1932, when Siam made the transi- 
tion from absolute to constitu- 
tional monarchy, thé country has 
been ruled by a succession of 
coup de’etat governments. The 
people as a whole seem apathetic 
to change, although they would 
probably react to any attempt at 
the overthrow of the monarchy. 

Philbun Former Dictator. 

Throughout these ups and owns 
of government, Luang Philbun, 
the Premier, has shown a remark- 
able capacity for bobbing up in 
power. Before the war, Philbun 
was a dictator; during the war he 
was a collaborator. Sinee the war 
he has displayed some interest in 
democratic practices, although he 
still enjoys dictatorial authority 
in effect.

In Defense of Franco 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorials on Franco Spain dis- 
play either a lack of knowledge or an 
utter disregard for the truth. 

1. Instead of being our enemy, 
Franco has long been our unrecognized 
friend, His assistance during the past 
War was much greater than any other 
neutral or ev2n some of our allies, as 
our late President Roosevelt admitted 
in warm statements of gratitude to 
Franco for his services. 

2. The so-called overthrow of the 
Government by Franco was in reality an 
overthrow of the forces of oppression 
that had entered Spain at the direction 
of the Soviet Union and had “stolen” 
the election by means at which com- 
munistic Russia excels. In the civil war 
the so-called ‘ Loyalists” were directed 
by Soviet advisers who after their de- 
feat fled to Russia with the nation’s 
gold reserve. These same advisers are 
present in positions of control in coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain. 

3. Much has been said of the lack of 
religious freedom in Spain but the 
facts are these. In a country of some 
27,069,000 people who have been tradi- 
tionally Catholic, there are fewer than 
20,000 Protestants, of whom more than 
half are foreigners residing for the 
mest part at the seaports. The decrees 
which are claimed to be against free- 
dom of religion are regulations which 
prohibit practices offensive to good 
taste, such as certain parades, improper 
solicitation and the like. 

This is far different from the lack of 
freedom of religion during the ‘“Loval- 
ist” regime, when wild plundering, pil- 
laging, looting, persecution, even mur- 
der were commonplace. 

It is different also from the situation 
that exists today in Yugoslavia, in Hun- 
gary and in other Russian satellite 
countries, cr even in Russia itself. 

4. After World War II the United 
States poured untold billions into Fu- 
rope to erect a bulwark against Com- 
munism. Much of this was by outright 
gifts, but when Spain, which began the 
fight against militant Communism, re- 
quested $50,000,000 as a loan, it got the 
cold shoulder. Yet when that torch 
bearer for Communism, Tito, asked for 
a $3,000,000 steel.mill the products of 
which may one day be turned against 
our sons, the State Department gave 
him permission to buy it. The Export- 
Import Bank has already lent $20,000,- 
000 to Yugoslavia. 

Let there be light.

A Playground for St. Louis 
To the Kditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Metropolitan St. Louis and its 1,500,- 
000 inhabitants lack a good mass- 
recreation area. New York, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles, Boston have the 
ocean. Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland have 
the Great Lakes. St. Louis has nothing 
comparable.

Plans have been made for 
the creation of three large reservoirs 
on the Meramec river and tributaries, 
within 35 to 65 miles of downtown St, 
Louis. The plans were prepared by the 
Army Engineers, and call for three 
large, permanent pools within the res- 
ervoirs, with dozens of miles of shore- 
line, suitable for swimming, fishing, 
boating’ and relaxation. 

The three Meramec lakes would be 
a great boon to the recreation-hungry 
people of Greater St. Louis, and they

A Brave Man 


Let Justice Harry E. Schirick of the' New 
York Supremé Court stand up and take a much 
deserved bow. He has had the courage to de- 
clare unconstitutional the Feinberg law, which 
prohibits Communists from employment in pub- 
lic schools in New York State. 

This does not mean, of course, that Justice 
Schirick is unaware of “the practices of inter- 
national Communism.” He refers specifically to 
these “practices” in his order which restrains 
the New York State Board of Regents from en- 
forcing the 1949 legislative act. Indeed, he 
notes that these divisive and. disruptive prac- 
tices have “met with universal and well merited 
contempt among free men.” 

There can be no doubt, after condemnatory 


’ words such as those, as to how this New York 


Supreme Court Judge feels about Communism 
and Communists. 

Why then did Judge Schirick hold the Fein- 
berg law unconstitutional? 

He did it because he is unwilling to have a 
part in setting out a “dragnet which may en- 
mesh anyone who agitates for a change in 
government. ’ 

He did it because he will not join in sustain- 
ing a law which provides ectunanuatil without 
judicial trial. 

He did it because he does not think that teach- 
ers should be set to snooping on one another and 
because it is not the business of any group to 
draw up a list of so-called subversive organiza- 
tions without proof. 

He did it because he dozs not believe that it 
is necessary “to resort to witch hunting in our 
schools to displace misfits.” 

He did it because he knows that no school 
board needs to hire a teacher it does not trust 
and that any school board can release, upon 
showing of proper cause, a teacher it does not 
wish to retain. 

He did it because “it is no answer to say that 
this measure is needed to combat the menace of 
Communism.” As he says so soundly: 

Small service, indeed, to our democracy, 
is afforded by emulating the tactics of Com- 
munism and by destroying the guarantee ot 
freedom. 

Justice Schirick was not content to base his 
decision narrowly. He said that the Feinberg 
law was in conflict with both the United States 
and New York Constitutions. So finding, he 
sped the statute upward on appeal with a strong 
strike against it. 

This is heartening news. 

It shows that there are citizens and there are 
judges who are keeping their heads. 

It proves tnat it is possible to be against 
Communists and Communism and at the same 
time not fall for every repressive proposal that 
come along. It demonstrates that first things 
can be put first in our democracy, even in times 
of hysteria. 

Judge Schirick will be vilified. He will be 
denounced. - He will be called unfit the 
bench. He may even be opposed for this deci- 
sion when he again stands for election. 

Doubtless he anticipated all this 
spoke out in his court and said that the legis- 
lators of his state had passed a dangerous and 
unconstitutional law. ‘That makes him all the 
braver. 

We honor Judge Schirick for his courage. 
salute his attachment to basic things. 

May the lovers of freedom in New York be 
quick to offset the slurs which will be hurled 
against him.

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The Aldermen Pass Up a Junket 


Members of the special aldermanic commit- 
tee considering parking meters have done the 
right thing in deciding against a trip to other 
cities to study the subject. It would have been 
a pleasure junket at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Considerable experience in the use of parking 
meters can be obtained from the neighboring 
municipalities in St. Louis county and Illinois 
which are using them. East St. Louis has park- 
ing meters and it is a city of 75,000 people. 
More information can be acquired by cor- 
respondence through the mails with other cities. 
And the companies manufacturing parking 
meters can provide still more. 

The special committee of the Board of Alder- 
men will be able to find out everything it needs 
to know about parking meters while parked 
economically at City Hall. 
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Jerusalem’s Holy Places 

Jerusalem apparently will continue to be 
half Jewish and half Arab for some time to 
come. Israel’s Foreign Minister Moshe Sharett 
has turned thumbs down on even a compromise 
version of the plan of the UN Palestine Concilia- 
tion Commission for the internationalization of 
the holy city. So has King Abdullah of Hashe- 
mite Jordan—as Transjordan is now called. 
Egypt holds the same view although the other 
Arab states have followed the great powers in 
supporting the commission. 

Very definitely, this seems to be a case in 
which possession constitutes at least nine points 
of the law..And the Israeli are in possession of 
the modern sections of Jerusalem while Abdul- 
lah’s troops hold the ancient inner city. In 
the face of this, and because,it takes a two- 
thirds vote of the General Assembly to authorize 
a change, Lake Success is not likely to do any- 
thing soon. 

In Palestine, the boundaries today are those 
established by force of arms rather than those 
of the UN partition. In the case of Jerusalem, 
this might not constitute much more than a 
somewhat thorny local problem were it not 
that three world religions have their most 
sacred shrines in the city. That is why the 
Vatican, for example, strongly supported the 
proposal to internationalize Jerusalem under 
the UN Trusteeship Council. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the House of Bishops of the 
Episcopal Church, the Foreign Mission Confer- 
ence of North America and other ecclesiastical 
bodies have taken the same position. But the 
impasse remains. 

Under these circumstances, an American 
group of churchmen, labor leaders and publicists 
has proposed an international curatorship for 
the holy places. Sites to be thus protected, 
among others, would be the Holy Sepulchre, 
the Church of the Nativity, the Tomb of the 
Virgin, the Mosque of Omar, the Wailing Wall 
and Rachel’s Tomb. The curatorship would be 
carried out by a UN commission composed 
of representatives of the Roman Catholic, 
Protestant, Jewish, Greek Orthodox and Moslem 
faiths. 

The trouble is that this plan leaves Palestine's 
Christian community at the mercy of the two 
contenders. Yusif El-Bandak, son of the Chris- 
tian mayor of Bethlehem, pleads for interna- 
tionalization on this account. He says there is 
real danger ‘‘that the Holy Land Christians can- 
not survive as a distinct community under Zion- 
ist or Transjordan rule.” 

The curatorship, of course, would not be con- 


cerned with the political status of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. Those who proposed 
the plan suggested that certain areas of the 
city be integrated with Israel and others with 
the Arab state which is to exercise sovereignty 
over Arab Palestine, obviously the Hashemite 
Kingdom. 


The virtue of this plan is that ft recognizes 
the prevailing Situation, that it can please both 
Israeli and Arabs, that it does not demand an 
immediaté settlement of boundaries, and that 
it does immediately insure proper care for 
Jerusalem's shrines. The question is whether 
something stronger is needed to protect the 
Christian minority. 
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$90,000,000 Coffee Scare 


Coffee consumers in the United States have 
talked themselves out of—and allowed them- 
selves to be talked out of—$90,000,000 in the 
Big Coffee Scare. Furthermore, they are allow- 
ing themselves to be talked out of still more 
millions as fast as they can open their mouths. 
That is the consensus as a call for an investiga- 
tion goes up in the halls of Congress. 


Senator Young of North Dakota says “It seems 
clear there is considerable, speculation and prof- 
iteering in coffee.” Senator Gillette: of Iowa 
says his agriculture subcommittee’ will -investi- 
gate. Market speculation by commodity dealers 
is indeed one of the reasons why coffee has 
jumped from 51 to 75 ¢ents’ a pound this year, 
the North American Newspaper Alliance reports 
in the New York Times. But a bigger reason, 
Says the same report, is the hoarding of coffee 
by housewives, who have been scared into it by 
the myth that a shortage impends. 


Drouth in Brazil—now hroken—and floods in 
Guatemala gave color to the scare. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce announced officially, never- 
theless, that there is no shortage and no pros- 
pect of one. Though consumption of the bever- 
age has increased 50 per cent since before the 
war, 
ords for the seeond consecutive year. 

The prospects for the new crop are good: at 
worst, a drop of 10 per cent in the world supply 
is predicted. but there is no certainty that the 
United States would feel it: Coffee growers, 
like everyone else, want United States dollars: 
they might prefer to supply all this country’s 
demand, and cut the supply to other countries, 
whose money is not so desirable. 


Against the possibility that the world’s coffee 
may decrease as much as 10 per cent there are 
possibilities that to the contrary it may be on 
the way up. Colombia, second to Brazil in cof- 
fee production, has increased its production one- 
third from prewar. Today’s high prices may 
stimulate increased planting, better fertilization 
and more solicitous cultivation in the coffee 
producing countries. 

On all sides the experts appear agreed that 
the consumer is being more than a little silly 
about it. Here is what the Department of Com- 
merce s George Dudick says: “The price may go 
still higher, if buyers continue to store it in 
their basements. If, on the other hand, house- 
wives would lay off buying for a month, or even 
a week, the price would go down again.” And 
the manager of the National Coffee Association, 
W. P. Williamson, acknowledges ‘‘widespread re- 
ports of consumer hoarding which the associa- 
tion thinks is entirely senseless since it merely 
aggravates the situation without promising the 
consumer any over-all saving.”

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A Good Welfare Set-Up 


Especially in the field of public health, it 
often is desirable that the doctor and the social 
worker should care for a case virtually hand-in- 
hand. The one may give instructions in a clinic; 
and the other may have to see that they are car- 
ried out in the home. Many similar examples 
of the desirability of close co-operation can be 
found in public hospitals, reformatories, prisons 
and the like. 


For this reason, we are inclined to believe 


that the St. Louis Medical Society’s criticism of _ 


the provision for a homogenous health and wel- 
fare department in the proposed city charter 
was premature. The medical society wants a 
health department run almost exclusively by 
doctors. That such a department might not 
offer the community the most efficient service 
certainly is suggested by the fact that the plan 
before the Freeholders actually was drawn with 
the aid of a medical man, 


Most of the members of the medical society 
are experienced in the private practice of medi- 
cine rather than in the public health field; and 
there is a difference. A too narrowly profes- 
sional approach can lead to suggestions such as 
that of Miss Laura R. Logan, City Hospital 
nursing director, who asked for a separate nurs- 
ing set-up. That way lies the splintering of 
governmental functions. Things which reason- 
ably belong together should be grouped 
together. 


It was on this sound premise that the Govern- 
mental Research Institute followed Dr. A. A. 
Neuwirth’s suggestions in the plan it drew up for 
the Freeholders. In eftect, it retained the old 
set-up of medical and social services in one 
welfare department, but put control over parks, 
recreation and air pollution elsewhere. 


Other complaints against the plan—for ex- 
ample, that it does not recognize the need for 
psychiatry in public health, that it does not 
provide funds for prosthetic devices, etc.—are 
not in order. This is a charter provision setting 
up a welfare department in broad outline. It is 
not meant to, nor should it, specify in detail the 
day-to-day operations of such a department. To

No one should blame Franz Polzguter of 
Bochum in the’ Ruhr for being somewhat 
confused about Western democracy as 
practiced in his defeated country. Aus- 
trian-born Dr. Polzguter came to Bochum 
in 1921 and rose to recognition as Europe's 
foremost authority on processing steel by 
high-frequency electricity. His plant was 
partially destroved by bombing. British 
authorities asked him to move, plant and 
all, to England. 

“T like my. people 
answered Polzguter. 
granted him to re- 
build his works. For 
the past three vears 
he has employed 750 
men and women, 
turning out’ small 
metal equipment 
that is essential to 
keep the telephones 
and other utilities 
going in the western 
zones of Berlin.

Vengeance in Full Flower 


After surveying the dismantling of 
plants in Germany, | can say that it re- 
minds me of nothing so much as a wound- 
ed animal trying to crawl to safety while 
an insane man continues to beat it to 
death. The dismantling of manufacturing 
works turning out peacetime industrial 
commodities, while Europe is in crying 
need of those very commodities, is a crime 
against humanity. It is economic insanity, 
social injustice and political dynamite. It 
is vengeance in full flower. 

Dr. Fritz Baade, Socialist member of the 
new Bundestag, told me at Bonn: “Dis- 
mantling’ has become the most explosive 
problem in Germany. It is a symbol of 
the big question: Do the Western Allies 
really want the co-operation and friend- 
ship of the German government and peo- 
ple? If so, they will stop dismantling. If 
not, they will drive millions of my people 
into the waiting arms of Communism.” 

The ghastly process began in 1946 under 
guise of collecting reparations. Back of 
that it was the so-called Morgenthau plan, 
which originally called for destroying 
Germany's major industries and making 
the country a pastoral area. 

After about 750 plants had been dis- 
mantled in the western zones, the Marshall 
plan of aid to western Europe was an- 


nounced. That should have been the sig-° 


nal to end destruction of productive ca- 
pacity in Germany and to utilize her 
plants for the good of Europe generally. 
For by that time it was apparent that no 
more wasteful method of reparations could 
be devised. It costs more to dismantle a 
plant than the usable parts are worth, 


Counsel That Is Flouted 


Paul G. Hoffman, Economic Co- 
operation Administrator, was authorized 
to review the question of which plants 
should be retained in the German econ- 
omy. : He did so through a committee of 
business men headed by George M. 
Humphrey of Pittsburgh. A total of 168 
plants were recommended to be saved. 
Occupation authorities ignored these rec- 
ommendations as to the steel industry. 
And since last spring many new plants 
with various types of production have been 
added to the dismantling list. 

The British directive to Dr. Polzguter, 


for instance, took pains to blame the 
‘Humphrey Committee.” The committee 
specifically recommended that this plant 
be retained! An American official of the 
ECA in Frankfurt confirmed this and ex- 
plained the matter bluntly: “The British 
want that plant, so they're taking it. We 
have nothing to do with it. -The whole 
process is illegal anyhow.” 


He is right. Destruction or removal of 
property—except war material—by a con- 
quering power has been contrary to the 
practices of*civilized nations for centuries. 


A British dismantling superintendent 
with whom I was discussing this in Dues- 
seldorf informed me cheerfully, “My dear 
fellow, this war ended international law. 
We are making our laws as we go along.” 

Quite right. And so did Hitler. 


Behind a Lame Excuse 


At Wanne Eickel I inspected a huge 
Fischer-Tropsch plant making synthetic 
fuel. The destruction of this plant alone 
will cost the American taxpayer $5,000.- 
000 a year—just to replace its product in 
the German economy. 


The elimination of “war potential” is 
given publicly as the reason for the con- 
tinued dismantling. What is war potential? 
During war, in any belligerent country, 
every plant, every work bench must be 
geared to war. Even the soil must be ded- 
icated to producing food for the fighting 
men. To destroy war potential is to de- 
stroy the entire productiveness of a nation. 


Surely we have learned that wars start 
not from. work plants but from govern- 
ments. To try to prevent war by perma- 
nently impoverishing a people is idiotic. 

In discussions with at least a score in- 
voived in reparations or in EC4, I found 
not one but admitted freely that the major 
motive for dismantling is the desire of 
Britain and France to eliminate the com- 


petition of German industry. 


The purpose of ECA is to “contain Com- 
munism.” German workmen shake their 
heads in wonder as they still load trains 
with machines, tools and scrap bound for 
countries: behind the Iron Curtain. Of 
particular interest are the shipments of 
machinery to Albania, where the Soviets 
are building a submarine base aimed 
straight at Italy and the Mediterranean. 


Creator of Unemployment 


All over the Ruhr area, where at least 
40,000 have already been thrown out of 
work by dismantling and that many more 
will be unemployed by spring, Soviet let- 
ters and handbills are circulating. They 
read: “We do not dismantle in the eastern 
zone!.. Only the Western capitalists are 
your enemies. Communism for the work- 
ingmen in Germany!” 

Dismantling is morally wrong. The 
German people need desperately to re- 
build, to enjoy the healing therapy of cre- 
ating the good things of life. They need 
the hope’ that their work will some day 
remove the debris of conflict forever. To 
rob meg of their jobs and thrust them and 
their families needlessly into hunger and 
despair is a sin for which honest men will 
some day be terribly ashamed. | 

Dismantling has been denounced by the 
American Federation of Labor, the CIO, 
the National Association of Manufacturers, 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
the’ National Grange, numerous church 
and civic bodies. The program should 
end now, pending a. complete review of 
reparations and the drafting of treaties of 
peace.

Between Book Ends 


Through Goya’s Eyes 
THIS | SAW: THE LIFE AND TIMES OF GOYA, b 

Antonina Vallentin. (Random House, 371 pgs., $5. 

Miss Vallentin, having written well-re- 
ceived biographies of Leonardo da Vinci, 
Mirabeau and Heinrich Heine, here turns 
her attention to a fourth genius, the great 
artist-reporter of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. Her title, suggesting the 
painter as the recorder of events, is Goya's 
own comment written under one of the 
etchings in his famous “Disasters of War” 
series. 

Although Miss Vallentin handles her 
material with the imagination of a novel- 
ist, she is able to pass up the temptation 
to manufacture incident to illustrate char- 
acter. She examines legend only to re- 
ject it scrupulously for lack of proof even 
when acceptance would romanticize her 
subject. 

The author deals in facts and from them 
deduces traits. Such are her sources and 

methods that a sig- 
nificant interpreta- 
tion of the man 
emerges from her 
synthesis. Among 
major materials are 
the artist’s letters to 
Zapater, the friend 
of his youth in whom 
he ever thereafter 
confided, and his 
frank pictures, 
which are _ inter- 
preted with a schol- 
arship that is never 
dull. The 20 illustra- 
tions are well chosen 
to illustrate the 
range and the candid nature of the 
artist. 

The history of Goya's lifetime (1746- 
1828) also emerges from these pages. 
Goya’s epoch was exciting, raw and some- 
times bouyant in spirit—filled with the 
lust and the faltering idealism, the en- 
lightenment and succeeding oppression of 
revolutionary times and the Napoleonic 
dictatorship. 

Miss Vallentin has vividly recreated an 
age through the discerning eyes of a key 
figure in it. Eminently readable, her 
book compares fovorably with others of 
its kind. Though there will be and should 
be still further versions of both the man 
and his period, special interest attaches 
now to a new appraisal of Goya in view 
of the natural effort of our own time to 
evaluate the achievement of Picasso, great- 
est Spanish artist since the subject of 
this biography.

PERIODIC JAW X-RAYS 
SUGGESTED BY DOCTOR 


Examinations Needed for 
Early Detection of Cysts 
and Tumors, Says Expert. 


Periodic X-ray examination of 
the jaws is necessary for early 
detection of cysts and tumors, Dr. 
William E. Koch Jr. of St. Louis, 
said today at one of the final ses- 
sions of the ninth Mid-Continent 
Dental Congress at Hotel Jeffer- 
son. 

More than 1500 dentists from 
the midwestern states attended 
the convention which opened Sun- 


day. The annual banquet was, 


held last night and the closing 
meetings today. 

In his talk on radiographic 
studies of cysts and tumors of the 
jaws, Dr. Koch said many skeletal 
diseases may be. manifested earli- 
est in the jaws, but that many 
times X-ray was the only method 
by which it could be detected. 

At a meeting yesterday Dr. 
George W. Christiansen of De- 
troit said cancer of the moufh can 
be cured if treated in its early 


stages. 

Dr. Christiansen said symptoms 
of cancer of the mouth included 
loosening teeth or cracked lips, 
bulging of bone, continually 
bleeding gums and difficulty in 
swallowing. 

He listed as causes of mouth 
cancer loose-fitting dentures, ex- 
cessive smoking, burns from ex- 
cessive sunlight and sharp teeth 
rubbing against the tongue or 
cheek. 

Early treatment of mouth can- 
cer requires, in most cases, either 
a minor operation under local

Rudolph Ganz, pianist, com- 
poser, pedagogue and former con- 
ductor of the St. Louis Symprony 
Orchestra, gave a recital of piano 
works last night in Kiel Audi- 
torium. It was the second at- 
traction in the Civic Music League 
series and the program—prevail- 
}ingly light—conformed to the 
League management’s conception 
of what the public wants. 

Ganz showed his usual culti- 
vated approach to the music, but 
the end products varied consider- 
ably both in technical delivery 
and artistic effectiveness. He was 
most persuasive in his impres- 
sionistic group composed of Ra- 
vel’s “Jeu d’Eaux,” “The White 
Peacock” by Griffes and Five 
Preludes of Debussy. In each of 
these the fine lines were spun 
out lightly and with delicate 
gradations of color. Well con- 
trolled inflection, reinforced by a 
deft use of the pedal, made each 
one into a cohesive and appealing 
web of sense impressions. He also 
made an artistically sound though 
emotionally limited disclosure of 
Liszt’s “Sonnetto del Petrarca.” 

One of his own pieces called 
“Idee Rhythmique” and a Prelude 
by Kabalevsky and a Toccata by 
Khatchturian all qualified as 
“touch” pieces. They called for a 
more dazzling display of manual 
dexterity than he was able to give 
them. The performance of 
Chopin’s B Minor was held down 
to earth by a seeming lack of po- 
etic expansiveness. 

He began his program with 
| Mozart’s Fantasy in D Minor and 
Haydn’s Fantasy in C Major. Both 
were so cloudy from overpedal- 
ling that it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish what sort of shape the 
phrases were taking. 

Ganz was cordially received by 
a large audience. In appearance 
he was much the same as on the 
occasion of his last visit or as he 
was when St. Louis was the prin- 
cipal scene of his activities.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP)— 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
thinks small business needs some 
tax relief. 

In an address to the National 
Press Club yesterday, Sawyer also 
said business men over the coun- 
try believe an easing of business- 
affecting taxes is a top need for 
economic health. 

In a question and answer ses- 
sion after his speech, Sawyer de- 
clined to comment on a reporter’s 
remark that his tax views appear | 
to conflict with President Tru- 
man’s. The President has said 
the only way he knows to bal- 
ance the budget is to raise taxes. 

Sawyer’s address was chiefly a 
report on sentiment he encoun- 
tered in traveling 15,000 miles in 
four months to check on business 
conditions. 

One of his biggest surprises, he 
said, was that he found-no de- 
mand for federal outlays to make 
work. Instead, he said, there 
were “continued references” to 
need for economy in Government 
and for cutting down federal 
spending. 

Sawyer’s remark about need of 
tax relief by small business men 
—so they can “set something 
aside for a rainy day” or to ex- 
pand their business—was an ex- 
pression of his own opinion. He 
said there was “no doubt” about 
that need. 

Another Sawyer opinion w 
that “we still need some further 
price reductions”—a comment he 
made after expressing “hope” 
that steel prices in particular 
won't be increased. |

“The responsibility for recruit- 
ing qualified personnel from the 
best available material, without 
reference to race, creed or color, 
rests with unit commanders,” he 
esaid. 

Boyle said commanders at all 
levels must comply with the law 
to insure that all citizens are 
“given equal opportunity to en- 
list, re-enlist, or be commissioned, 
and to serve thereafter without 
being subjected to discrimination 
or segregation, in the Illinois 
units of the National Guard and 
Naval Militia.”

of predators in game habitats. It 
is high time to become realistic 
and not idealists. The time may 
come when the lion and the lamb 
will lie down together, but at the 
present time only the lion would 


walk away from the tryst. 


No doubt, predators play an 
important part in maintaining 
what is termed “the balance of 
nature.” Nature is only “in bal- 
ance” when the natural increase 
of a given species over a period 
of years is sufficient to offset 
losses from all causes, such as 
natural enemies, climate and 
disease. When this balance exists, 
the population of a species re- 
mains fairly stable in any given 
area for a great period of years. 


A century ago the great natural- 
ist, Charles Darwin, said in his 
“Origin of Species”: “The amount 
of food for each species, of 
course, gives the extreme limit to 
which each can increase; but very 
frequently it is not the obtaining 
of food but the serving as prey 
to other animals which de- 
termines the average number of 
species. Thus, there seems ‘to be 
little doubt that the stock of 
partridges, grouse, and hares on 
any large estate depends chiefly 
on the destruction of vermin 
(predators). If not one head of 
game were shot during the next 
20 years in England, and at the 
same time no vermin were de- 
stroyed, there would, in all prob- 
ability, be less game than at 
present, although hundreds of 
thousands of game animals are 
now annually shot.” 

Could Be Exterminated. 

Some predators could be com- 
pletely exterminated, with little 
damage, while others are neces- 
sary evils as long as they are 
held in check and do not become 
too numerous. Cooper’s hawks, 
sharp-shinned hawks, great 
horned owls, crows, wolves, bob- 
cats, rats, snapping turtles, and 
coyotes could be dispensed with 


| ote, for instance, has little effect 


on the rodent population, but 
does destroy millions of dollars’ 
worth of game and livestock each 
year. Yet, some western senti- 
| mentalists want them to be left 
unmolested because their “howl 
is a symbol of the Old West!” 


. Pelee Island, in Lake Erie, is 
an example of what can be ac- 
complished when predators are 
absent. On Pelee there are no 
foxes, skunks, weasels, mink or 
other predators. In spite of the 
fact that hunters shoot thousands 
of cock pheasants annually, the 
pheasants on the island become 
so numerous as to be a nuisance 
to farmers, who resort to the 
practice of hunting the nests and 
breaking the eggs. At present, 
hunters are permitted to shoot 
hen pheasants as well as the 
cocks, in order to reduce the 
flocks or, at least, keep them un- 
der control. 
It’s a Local Problem. 


Predator control, if practiced 
wisely, is and always will be a 
local problem. What applies to 
one locality certainly will not ap- 
ply to another. Western deer, for 
example, will huddle in valleys 
and eat themselves out of their 
food supply and become weak and 
emaciated without thought of 
moving to new pastures. A moun- 
tain lion will start preying upon 
them and fear of the lion will 
drive them out of the valley to a 
more abundant food supply. This 
is certainly not true of the Mis- 
souri deer. 

A marsh hawk in Georgia may 
take a dozen quail a year. But if 
all marsh hawks were killed, it 
would be a very short-sighted 
policy. Careful study would show 
that, by far, the largest part of 
the diet of marsh hawks consists 
of cotton rats, which are very 
destructive to quail eggs. One 
marsh hawk might easily account 
for a hundred cotton rats in the 
course of a year, and each of 
these rats could easily eat 10 
quail eggs each season. In such 
instances, common sense should 
dictate that it is better to let the 
predator have a few game birds 
if he is the means of saving hun- 
dreds. 

It certainly would be enlighten- 
ing if we could interview an

He Searches for 
‘Perfect’ Steak

W HEN Maurice Dreicer was 9 years old, his 


parents took him to a fancy restaurant for 
dinner. After scrutinizing the long and 
complicated menu with great hesitation, he an-

RECENTLY HE HAS BEEN visiting St. Louis, 
not on the scent of a steak (the only close run- 
ner-up in this vicinity, we report unhappily, 
was found in East St. Louis), but to put his view 
on video. He now is at work on a series of film 
short subjects for Premier-Hardcastle Television 
Enterprises, and we found him in a corner of 
a wire-strewn studio rehearsing for one en- 
titled, “How to Enjoy a Cigar.” This process, 
it seems, involves much more than striking taper 
to tobacco. 

“The reason you don’t like cigars,” he ex- 
plained, after we had said we didn’t, “is that 
you've been around | unglers and fumblers who 
half-light a cigar, let it go out and relight it 
improperly.” 

Proper relighting, he illustrated, involves care 
fully scraping off the ash with a match and 
blowing through the cigar. Proper lighting is 
aided by a “delayed action” match, which flames 
as it touches the cigar, and a silver piercing 
gadget. He winces at the idea of biting the 
cigar’s end. 

“A cigar is a luxury to be handled with care.” 
he says, “not a substitute for chewing tobacco.” 
And, adds in its defense, “Most deep thinkers 
of our century have been cigar smokers.” 


SMOKING IS SECONDARY to eating on his 
TV films, however, as he concentrates on ‘‘How 
to Carve a Turkey,” “How to Eat a Lobster,” 
“How to Drink Beer” (Dreicer belongs to the 
old, or tilted glass school of pouring, thinks 
most beer is served too chilled) and other facets 
of food enjoyment. Probably he will include sir- 
loin sampling, as his. major eating exploit has 
been the search for the steak supreme. 

That started seven years ago, and Dreicer is 
now at the point where cities and states vie for 
his visits and ply him with steaks. A number 
of restaurants have come close but none has 
attained perfection in his test, a complicated 
routine involving the use of a thermometer, 
scales and Silver butter knife. 

“The perfect steak,” he says, “should be from 
a four-year-old steer, should weigh two pounds, 
be cooked over charcoal which brings out the 
flavor, first seared, then allowed to cook four 
minutes on each side. The temperature should 
be 120 degrees and it should be served on oak 
which retains the heat. It should have no sauce, 
just a few sliced tomatoes, but should be pre- 
ceded by shrimp cocktail with sauce Dreicer 
(juice of half a lemon, tablespoon chili sauce, 
teaspoon French mustard, freshly ground pep- 
per) served separately. Any waiter who places 
, the sauce on a shrimp is a potential dictator,” 
~ he insists. ‘

RUNNERS-UP in the steak stakes receive a 
silver butter knife (a steak that can’t be cut 
with one isn’t worth eating) but Dreicer also has 
given such tokens as a gold lobster fork to the 
Governor of Maine and gold potato to the Gev- 
ernor of Idaho in honor of other memorable 
foods. He recently returned from a tour of 10 
European countries where he made tape record- 
ings of interviews with noted chefs, and enjoyed 
some fine eating. 

A graduate of Deerfield Academy, Rollins 
College, and Harvard, where he studied law and 
speech, Dreicer is a bachelor. lives in a New 
York apartment, and can’t cook, but, as he 
points out, “You don’t have to be able to lay 
an egg to tell a bad one.” A suave looking 
mustached gent, he has a tendency to be portly, 
and often finds it necessary to go on the Dreicer 
diet. 

“That means,” he outlined, “grapefruit and 
coffee for breakfast, steak or beef for lunch 
and dinner with a shrimp cocktail, coffee, a 
cigar and a William Jennings Bryan martini.” 

“And what,” we asked dutifully, “is a Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan martini?” 

“Some people,” said Dreicer with beaming 
smile, “thought Bryan had the wrong idea on 
the proportions of free silver—16 to 1—but I 
find the proportions exactly right for a martini.”

Generally speakins, you should.

Here are some muscle toner- 
uppers that won't develop the 
biceps of a weight-lifter but will 
keep you in a state of fine femi- 
nine trim, and I think you'll 
enjoy doing them. 

Try this one for firming your 
face first: Press your lips to- 
gether and blow out your cheeks 
with your breath. Hold for a 
count of 10. Now let your breath 
out very slowly and evenly be- 
tween pursed lips. If you do it be- 
fore an open window so much the 
better! Repeat 10 times daily. 

Second, and also best in front

Decline of Indifference 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


IDESPREAD indifference 
W to religion was one of the 

victims of the last war. 
It is now old-fashioned to main- 
tain the pre-war attitude which 
held that it did not matter what 
a man believed—that all re- 
ligions were equally good—that 
truth was arelative affair, which 
the individual mind could best 
settle for itself. Spiritual aware- 
ness, growing in many millions 
of hearts, has shown them the 
shallowness of such a view- 
point and has made them re- 
alize that one cannot be a neu- 
tral in the war between good 
and evil. 

The old, obsolete attitude re- 
garded truth as what “worked,” 
and saw the good as what was 
pleasurable. It tried to avoid 
a taking of sides in every strug- 
gle between moral ultimates. It 
said, “Truth in these large mat- 
ters cannot be found; let every 
man make up his own morality, 
from week to week and discard 
it when it fails to suit his latest 
mood.” 
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BUT SUCH A PHILOSOPHY 
of indifference and indecision 
is no friend in a crisis—as men 
discovered during the war. 
Those who were committed to 
no fundamental beliefs discov- 
ered that they were helpless in 
a crisis; having placed their 
whole dependence in outward 
circumstances, they went ber- 
serk when outward circum- 
stances became painful and dif- 
ficult to understand. Under 
stress, the indifferent man is 
the first to break; fear and a 
panic need for self-preservation 
fill his heart because it was 
kept empty, “swept and gar- 
nished” for any emotion life 
might send along. There is no 
inner resistance to catastrophe 
in men like this, men whom noth- 
ing solicits, nothing antagonizes, 
nothing shocks. They have loved 
nothing deeply, and have de- 
spised nothing as really evil. 
When a crisis challenges them, 
they are either overwhelmed or 
they are forced to revise their 
attitudes and take a stand. 
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THE WAR DESTROYED 
many of the _ indifferentists, 
giving them mental breakdowns, 
turning them to self-destruc- 
tion of one sort or another, 
but it forced the rest to aban- 
don their moral neutrality and 
take sides. In London air-raids, 
crime went up 41. per cent— 
but there was also a greatly in- 
creased spirit of spirituality, 
prayer and sacrifice.
